In the operation of smaller com- 
panies, instead of building a moving 
picture town, the town in which the 
company locates is used and it is 
absolutely necessary that the permis- 
sion of the city council be had to use 
_ the. streets, city parks, fire depart-

It is also necessary that the mer- 
chants give permission for the use 
.of their store fronts and at times 
the interior is desired. The com- 
pany expects to pay the merchants 
for the use of their institutions, and 
at the same time the 1000 people 
employed will give considerable in 
a business way to each merchant 
through their patronage. 

Mr. Pressly stated that people gen- 
erally had the wrong impression of 
moving picture people as a_ whole, 
believing that they were a tough and 
a decidely undesirable lot. Moving 
picture people are following their 
particular line of business as a live- 
lihood, and as in every other there 
are undesirables, which are rapidly 
being weeded out, and as the busi- 
ness grows, the class of employees 
is being rapidly bettered. 

‘The location of the company here 
is to be taken up with the city coun- 
cil at the next meeting and on the 
decision of the council thinges the 
coming of the company.

N a paid advertisement of a liquor dealer in a contemporary 
it is stated quite ostentatiously that ‘‘in 1915 the liquor 
licenses issued by cities, towns and counties in California 
amounted to $4,406,674.’’

It is large, but the Record can more than offset it by facts 
from a single city. In San Francisco more than 3,000 saloons exist. 
The annual rent, servitors and other expenses of maintenance, with- 
out paying for a single drop of whisky,’ beer, or wine, costs over 
$10,000,000 a year. It cannot be paid without patronage. ‘Who 
pays for it, if not those who buy intoxicants at the bar? Thus a 
single city absorbs more than double the entire amount received in 
the state for licenses, merely to keep the saloons for a single city, 
without paying a cent for the liquor. Figure it out yourself. It is a 
business proposition.

Facing this situation it 
was deemed advantageous that Mr. 
Edwards be given opportunity to 


measure his strength in the Repub- 
lican party with that of Mr. Harbi- 
son. His showing was one in which 
his fellow citizens can take pride, 
but he did not receive the nomina- 
tion. In fast, Mr. Harbison’s vote in 
the primary was 12,963 and that of 
Mr. Edwards 6739, almost a two to 
one vote. Mr. Harbison’s total vote 
in the primary was 13,032 and that 
of Mr. Edwards 8814. Mr. Kettner 
received 7227, Mr. Hinkle 3948, Mr. 
Crouch 1473 and Mr. Robbins 798. 
“These figures are in every way 
favorable to Mr. Harbison and en- 
couraging to his candidacy. He 
showed greater strength in the Re- 
publican primary than Messrs. Hd- 
wards, Hinkle and Kettner combined, 
the latter receiving 627 Republican 
votes. Republican friends of Messrs. 
Hinkle and Edwards should and we 
believe will largely accept the re- 
sult and support Mr. Harbison in 


November. 
‘The situation should be met 
squarely. Congressman Kettner 


should be defeated. A great major- 
ity of the people of the district will 
agree on this. His record on Prohi- 
bition shows an utter lack of sym- 
pathy with the expressed will of the 
people he has represented. He has 
failed to get his own party to give 
necessary protection to the citrus 
and other industries of his district. 
Certainly he cannot be expected to 
secure from the Republican party 
that which he could not secure from 
his own party. There is every rea- 
son to believe that. the coming ad- 
ministration will be Republican. For 
the eleventh district to send back as 
a member of a Republican congress, 
Mr. Kettner, a Democrat, would be 
folly. Not only would he be at a dis- 





advantage as a member of the 
minority party, but the district 
would receive no recognition from 
the Republican party. 

“The practical thing to do is to 
send to congress a Republican. Mr. 
Harbison should be elected. He is 


a ‘dry advocate,” a protective tariff 
authority, a man in every way quali- 
fied to serve the district efficiently. 
There is no reason why Republicans 
should support Mr. Kettner directly. 
Likewise there is no reason why 
they should support him indirectly, 
by voting for Mr. Edwards. 
“Loyal support ,of ,Republicans will 
lasily elect Mr. iidrbison. The Re- 
publican registration in the eleventh 
district is 49,644. The Democratic 
registration is 18,500, the Prohibition 
registration 2812, socialist registra-

FOREST NOTES 

An automobile with car wheels is 
used for fire fighting purposes on the 
mountain railroads by the rangers 
in the Sierra national forest. 

Investigations made by the Forest 
Service of the wooden piling in 
wharves about San Francisco bay 
have disclosed the fact that the dam- 
age done this season by the de- 
structive pile borer, teredo, is appar- 
ently much less than usual. 

Artificial silk manufactured from 
wood pulp for which several kinds of 
California timber are suitable is 
used annually in this country to the 


amount of seven billion pounds. It 
is utilized principally in the manu- 
facture of millinery, sweaters and 


hosiery. 
The Forest Service in California is 


cooperting with the University of 
California in the study of mill waste 
in the redwood belt that might be 
used in the manufacture of grain 
alcohol. 


In co-operation with California lum- 
ber companies, the Forest Service is 
making a study of the depreciation 
in lumber due to sap stain, shrink- 
age, checking, warping, splitting and 
breaking in the seasoning process. 

In Southern California electric 
companies and the Forest Service 
are cooperating in testing ott zine 
chloride, creosote, crude oil, and 
their combinations of preservatives 
for poles. 

The relative durability of Califor- 
nia commercial timber 
perimented upon at the Forest Ser- 
vice laboratory, Madison, Wiscorsin, 
in rotting pits. These pits, construct- 








-}ed of cement, are kept in a condition 


of temperature and humidity most 
favorable for the development of 
wood destroying fungi, of which cul- 
|tures are introduced.

SCALE INSECTS; 
CONTROL METHODS

At this season of the year a great 
deal of speculation is involved in 
and thought given to the problem 
of controlling the various scale in- 
sects which infest so many of our 
citrus and other trees and many 
plants throughout Southern. Califor- 
nia, and notwithstanding we have 
been fighting the scale for so many 
years with greater or less success, 
according to the means employed 
and the thoroughness of its applica- 
tion, there is still some diversity of 
opinion and consequently of state- 
ment regarding the best means to 
be employed for this purpose, and a 
person, one in particular who has 
had ltitle experience in the work, 
is often completely at a loss to know 
just what to do for the best care of 
his plant and tree growth. 


New Remedies Exploited 

In addition to the conditions which 
have prevailed for many years, we 
seem to have had an_ especially 
puzzling problem during the past 
two or three years. In the first 
place, many parties have begun the 
mixing and advertising of various 
proprietary preparations of secret 
formulas and processes of manufac- 
ture which they say are better than 
standard’ insecticides already in use,

making very extravagant claims in 
some cases, and it is not a matter 
of surprise that some people are 


is warranted by the facts. 

‘Some of these people have evolved 
a new theory that the scale, instead 
of feeding upon the sap of the trees, 


this fungus deprives the scale of its 


theory, of course, would appeal only 
to the man who has not given the 


very doubtful of conclusions ob- 
tained by scientific men who have 
thoroughly investigated it, as it is 
well established that none of our 
important scale insects obtain their 
substance from the fungus growing 
upon a tree. 


_ Use of Fungus Cultures 

Within. the last two or three years, 
however, certain parties have been 
industriously advocating and apply- 
ing wherever they were allowed to 
do so certain alleged fungus cul- 
tures which they claimed would 
start a fungus disease in, on or 
about the black scale insects which 
would prove fatal to them, claiming 
thus to save the growth from in- 
jury and save the owner the expense 
of more well-tried treatments. How- 
ever, this year this theory has been 
pretty well exploded, and I know of 
very few, if any, cases in which 
fungus treatment will be arranged 
for for the coming year. 

While we know that a fungus 
growth of this kind is naturally 
present in some citrus districts, 
which does help materially in the 
control of the scale, we have nevor 
known of a case where this fungus 
was propagated and introduced in 
new districts with any degree of 
certainty or with effects that could 
be depended upon to control the 
scale. In these conclusions we are 
fully sustained by the best authori- 
ties on the staff connected with our 


stations. 
Insects May Be Immunes 

Another condition of the _ scale 
which has manifested itself within 
the last two or three years has 
added to the confusion of ideas in 
regard to its treatment. In portions 
of Riverside and Los Angeles coun- 
ties the best modes of treatment 
have seemed to be inefficient to a 
certain extent, and the citrus ex- 
periment station of the university 
has decided after a thorough inves- 
tigation that there is a strong pos-| 
sibility that a strain of the insects 
has gradually developed that is im: | 
mune to the treatments. In River- 
side this tendency has been shown | 
by red scale, while in Los Angeles | 
it has been the black. Of course} 
in treating the scale some of them 
are not so easily affected as others. | 
These might escape the fatal effects | 
of the treatment and their progeny | 
would be more or less likely to in-| 
herit this tendency of the parent, 
and a strain or line of breeding | 
would be established which would| 
have this characteristic. This, of! 
course, is only a theory and may | 
be disproved at any time, or, on the| 
other hand, evidence of its correct-| 
ness may be developed; but we do} 
know that in some sections the best 
approved treatment does not seem 
to be as efficient as in former years.
